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Burns new plant i North 
Edmonton will cost $250,000 


While the new Burns’ building at 


‘North Edmonton is almost com- 
plete, it will be September before 
the plant is in operation. The ma- 
chinery is now beginning to arrive, 
but it is being specially selected by 
P. Burns’ own staff from -various 
engineering centres and being ins- 
talled by packing plant experts. 

The new plant will cost when 
completed about $250,000 and will 
about equal id size the plant at 
Calgary recently destroyed by fire. 
In full operation it will have «a 
capacity of 200 head per day and 
in the various processes of killing, 
cleaning, cutting up, etc., about 250 
men will be employed. At the spart 
the plant will probably handle 
about 300 head per week. 

Following his usual custom P. 
Burns is erecting the plant himself 
and the work is being superintended 
by G. A. Jones. The building is six 

: storeys high and in addition to. the 

main building ‘there will be an 

engine house and. ice houses and 
stables. Spurs from railway which 
passes the property have been put 
in and loading will take place un- 
der cover. The plant will: be most 


up-to-date in every way. 


Senate takes up problem of 
effect of Cold Storage 


Ottawa, May 8.—In the Senate, 
today, Senator Taylor moved the 
second reading of a bill to regulate 
the keeping of food in cold storage. 
It limits the time various articles 
of food may be kept in cold storage 
and the condition under which it 
should be kept. : Senator Taylor 
stated that in many respects the 
development of cold storage had 
been a boon to the producers and 
consumers, but there was reason to 
believe in some ways cold storage 
: being abused. He thought the time 
had come when cold storage should 
be placed under strict government 
inspection and control. , 

Senator Derbyshire said the de- 
velopment of the cold storage route 
for export had increased the yalue 


of Canadian butter and cheese by 
two to three cents in the London 
market. In Canada. cold storage 


| had reduced the cost of food to the 


| ingly

ty of food. Jt would be interesting 
to learn if Canadian cheese was 
sold at a lower price in England 


than in Canada, and why. 


Quebec, May 12.—A man buried
